At 8 .o'clock last night the Empress 
of Asia, which left Hongkong on 
September 6. reported that she was 
In latitude 50. 40 north and longtitude 
152.00 west. This brings her in the 
same vicinity as the Empress of Aus¬ 
tralia, which Is a slower boat than 
the Asia. The'Australia reported at 
'i o'clock last night that she was 
1.168 miles from Victoria. 

The earlier arrivals of the two Em- 
pres* liners are due to the fact that 
both ships dropped Yokohama from 
their itinerary. The Empress of Aus- | 
traits, which was at Yokohama dur- j 
ing the earthquake, left direct Trom | 
Kobe, where ail transpacific liners 
are leaving from now. as the harbor I 
of Yokohama is unnavigable.
